Everywhere there was ample evi­ 
dence that every move made in the 
Paris Conference was watched from 
W ashington with a deep realization 
th at what is said and done there may 
weigh tremendously in determ ining 
the future policy of the American 
Government. 
Outwardly there was a 
shbw of confidence th at the threat­ 
ened break between Great Britain and 
France would somehow be avoided, 
but inwardly the Government appear­ 
ed to be asking itself again the ques­ 
tions propounded by Secretary Hughes 
in h:<s speech at New Haven. 
“How can the United States help 
In this m atter 
If statesmen cannot 
agree, and such an alternative is 
faced, what -can lie done 
Is there 
not another way out” 
What may be the precise role of 
^Colonel Harvey in the present cau­
